A note from JESSIE FLEMING, a former member of the 
Faculty of Education now teaching in West Africa, 
promises blessings to anyone on campus who can help 
overcome her school's financial problems. The 
first offer went from MRS. KAY CHRISTIE (education), 
who would be delighted to forward other contribu¬ 
tions. Miss Fleming is now with CUS0 in Kano, 
Nigeria, training teachers helping to organize 
primary schools. 

With the aid of a Canada Council grant, DR. JAN KUPP 
(history) will spend most of the summer in the 
Netherlands, completing research for the second 
volume of a study of Dutch economic influences in 
Canada's early history. He has been invited by 
St. Ignace College of Amsterdam to give a series 
of lectures on Dutch-Canadian relations during the 
17th century. 

DR. DAVID HARTWICK (physics) has been awarded a 
$4,450 grant by the Research Corporation, a U. S. 
foundation concerned with the support of scientific 
research. He will apply the funds to a study of 
the chemical composition of globular star clusters. 

Articles by PROFESSOR RICHARD COURTNEY (theatre) have 
appeared in recent editions of two British journals: 
The Secondary School Theatre (VII, 2) and The British 
Journal of Aesthetics (VIII, 4). 

PROFESSOR R. H. GROOMS (art and art history) gave 
two lectures during a visit to Regina on March 6 and 
7. He spoke to the University of Saskatchewan 
visual arts department on "The New Art and Changing 
Concepts of Reality," and to the gallery members of 
the Regina Public Library on Japanese architecture 
and gardens. Earlier this week, he addressed the 
Greater Victoria Art Gallery women's committee on 
"Japanese Mingei (folk art) and Farmhouses." 

The Board of Governors has approved a Senate 
recommendation that the School of Fine Arts become 
a Faculty, effective July 1. On that date. Director 
PETER GARVIE becomes Dean of the Faculty, DR. ALAN 
GOWANS (art and art history) becomes chairman of the 
department of art history, and DR. RALPH ALLEN 
(theatre) becomes chairman of the department of 
theatre. DR. GERALD HENDRIE, now chairman of the 
division of music, steps down July 1 to return to 
full-time teaching and research. 


The Representative Assembly of the AMS now has two 
new representatives from Joint Faculties, elected 
by acclamation. They are PATRICIA ROY (history) and 
RODNEY SYMINGTON (German). 

DR. LYLE ROBERTSON (physics) visited the NASA 
cyclotron at Langley Field, Virginia, this month, 
as a member of the TRIUMF team collaborating with 
a NASA group on an experiment in nuclear physics. 
(TRIUMF, for those who are acronymically absent- 
minded, stands for "Tri-University Meson Facility.") 

DR. D. E. LOBB, a colleague on the project, attended 
the Particle Accelerator Conference in Washington, 

D. C., from March 5 to 7. 

Carleton University, Ottawa, has asked that faculty's 
attention be drawn to a current search for a new 
Dean of Graduate Studies. Carleton offers masters' 
programs in 22 fields, and doctoral programs in nine.

Also to be named are the first five 
Fellows of Lansdowne College, effective July 1 of 
this year. Masters will be appointed for three years, 
with the possibility of renewal. Further information 
is available from Dean Jeffel's office at Craigdarroch 
(loc.
